London, Oct. 3.— Bulgaria will reply 
Immediately to the last note of the 
entente powers, according to a report 
received In london by the Reuter's 
Telegram company from Sofia. 
Whether Bulgaria has complied with 
the Russian ultimatum, that she break 
openly with the central powers and 
dismiss the Herman and Austrian of­ 
ficers with her army, is not known, 
but her failure to do so Is considered 
certain to result in the creation of yet 
another zone in the world war. 
W hile unofficial reports in London 
are that the Breek government has 
made protest against violation of her 
territory dispatches emanating from 
Athens assert that the Breek people 
received news of the landing of allied 
troops at 
Haioniki calmly, 
realizing 
that if the worst should come the al­ 
lied troops would aid them iu repelling 
Teutonic aggression. 
The Breek minister in London has 
declined either to affirm or deny that 
Hreece has formally protested.

from Bucharest says: 
"Prem ier Bratiano received a depu­ 
tation of the opposition leaders, who 
asked for an immediate mobilization, 
to prevent Roumania being surround­ 
ed by enemies.

The fighting in Artois has 
been trench warfare of a vicious char­ 
acter.

According to the German communi­ 
cation on tile progress of the cam­ 
paign in the east tile Russians ad 
vuiiced to the attack in dense masses 
in the central sector to the east of 
Vilna, but

ti*;, polled a total of 7,607,735 votes

With 252 Bullets. 
Aside from poison gases and fire 
bombs, the most deadly engines of 
modem warfare are shrapnel shells. 
The most effective parts of the shrap­ 
nel are the lead bullets contained In 
the shell,' which are thrown out Iii a 
conical shape when the timing fuse, 
which explodes the pow der at the base, 
blows the nose off th** shell, freeing 
Hi** bullets packed within it. 
In an 
eighteen pound 
shell 
tIm* range of 
these 
bullets 
is 
approximately 
27/t 
square yards. 
The lead bullets, which are general 
Iv half an inch In diameter, are made 
from a number of different composi­ 
tions, the most common being that of 
eighly-seven and one half parts lead 
and twelve ami on** half parts anti­ 
mony. The actual number of lead bul­ 
lets contained In a single shell varies 
with the different governments which 
manufacture them. 
In the American 
fifteen pound shell tiler** ar** 27*2; in 
lh** British fifteen pound shell there 
are 2.”7* 
The bullets in the American 
shell have six flattened sides. 
In th** 
foreign made shells th** bullets have 
spherical sides, an arrangement which 
does not. allow of no close packing as 
the American plan. 
There are two methods of manufac­ 
turing shrapnel shells which ar** com­ 
monly used at th** present time. 
By 
oil** of these the bullets ar** east III 
Iron molds, which are spilt down the 
center to facilitate removal after east­ 
ing. 
By the other slugs are cut from 
lead wire and struck between dies in 
a heading machine. 
Due hydraulic 
wire press and fourteen heading ma­ 
chines. which have a producing capac­ 
ity of 87*11 bullets 
i i minute, un* used 
for the ma nu fact ure of flattened bul­ 
lets. 
(»n«* hydraulic press ami eight 
heading machines, with a capacity of 
950 bullets a minute, are used to pro­ 
duce tin* spherical bullets. 
The lead bullets for years have been 
cast from 
loud 
wire by a process 
which is gradually going out of use, 
and a newer aud more rapid process 
lins taken It place.

♦ise*I almost exclusively at present tin* 
molten lend is poured int** a cylinder 
from which it Is pushed out through a

through the press.

removing all unevenness on tin* sides. 
A careful watch is kept over the tum­ 
bling operation, as it is necessary to 
see that th** bullets conform to a cer­ 
tain standard of weight. 
A, variation 
of one drain to a pound of bullets is 
allowed, forty-one bullets a pound be­ 
ing th** accepted standard. New York 
Times.
